DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in accordance with 
37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and must be presented on a 
separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 2, lines 3 and 4 
refer to the merits of claim 1 . Since the content of the claim may change during prosecution, 
reference to a claim number is not appropriate and the specific merits should be included in the 
specification. There is a minor spelling error on page 3, line 14: "where" should be "where". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Svean et al. U.S. 
Patent No. 6,567,524 Bl. 

Regarding claim 1 , Svean discloses a hearing aid comprising a signal path with an input 
transducer (Ml), a signal processor (E3) and an output transducer (SG), where an auxiliary input 
(13) is provided to the signal path, the signal processor being adapted to produce a compensation 
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signal capable of at least partly attenuating acoustic signals bypassing the signal path and 
entering the ear canal (See col. 5, lines 12-41). 

Regarding claim 2, Svean further discloses the hearing aid further comprises at least one 
internal input transducer (M2) for obtaining a sound signal .within the ear canal, the internal 
input transducer being connected to the signal path (See col. 5, lines 12-23). 

Regarding claim 3, Svean further discloses a switching means (Ell) are provided for 
switching the signal processor to a state where the compensation signal is generated (See col. 7, 
lines 49-55). 

Regarding claim 4, Svean further discloses the switching means are adapted for 
automatically generating the compensation signal upon receiving the auxiliary input (See col. 7, 
lines 53-55).
